coinage of silvor. It is evident tha 
they regard this as a serious blow n 
their pot theory, and and that the 
logical effect will tie to strengthen pub 
lie sentiment in this country favorable 
to the early repeal of the Sherman act 
Eecognizing the growing sentiment foi 
the repeal of that act, the free coinage 
leaders have become alarmed and have 
been making arrangements for a con- 
certed movement, intended to counter 
act the progress of this feeling 


Headquarters are to be established in 
this city and missionary work is to be 
organized for operation among mem- 
bers of congress who have heretofore 
co-operated with the free coinage men 
and who have recently given indica- 
tions of a purpose to vote for repeal 


A. J. Warner of Ohio, one of the 


leading free coinage crusaders, who is 
here to further this movement, in hi« 
utterances on this subject, shows how 
general is tho alarm among the silver 
men and how it pervades the whole sil- 
ver camp. 


The president has received numerous 
letters and telegrams from business men 
and Commercial associations throu"h- 
out the country urging that congress 
be convened at the earliest day practi- 
cal, 
but, unless a financial crisis should 


threaten, the date fixed for convening 
congress will not be changed. 


So far as can be judged from present 


indications there is no reason to appre- 
hend imminent disaster, and beyond 
adding 9,000,000 ounces of silver bullion 
to the stock now held by the treasury 
the situation is not likely to be serf'- 
ously changed by the stoppage of silver 
coinage in Indiana. On the contrary 
there are many who believe this stop- 
page of silver coinage in that country 
will be beneficial to the cause of sound 
money. 


This change from an unsound to a 


sound financial policy must result in 
the quickening of business in India and 
an advance in the price of all its 
products with a corresponding advance 
m toe staple products as well as the se- 
curities of the United States which 
would be still farther advanced by the 
repeal of the requirements for the 
monthly purchase of silver bullion in 
this country. 


In stopping unlimited silver coinage 


India has simply applied tho only rem- 
edy against the great depression that 
has been suffered so long in that coun- 
try in consequence of persistently ad- 
hering to a vicious system. To a'lim- 
ited extent the same suffering prevails 
in the United States and from similar 
causes, and the same remedy must pro- 
duce like results in both countries. The 
United States can not longer sustain 
silver ncftv that India has withdrawn 
its support, and this fact must be ap- 
parent to all thinking men who are not 
owners of silver mines.

At All Events It Ia Very New to Men o; 


Caucasian Antecedents. . 


It seems rather curious to recall th< 


fact that very little more than 100 yearf 
ago tho Pacific was regarded as a Span- 
ish, lake. That nation claimed it on the 
strength of Balboa's discovery hi 1513 
and insisted that it should be regardei 
ag a mare clausum. This will bear com 
parisou with the claim recently made 
to a like effect by the United States i.i 
regard to the northern part of tlie sain 
ocean, called Behruig sea. 


When Sir Francis Drake circumnavi 


gated the globe his sailing across these 
waters was seriously resented by Spain 
which demanded restitution to her of tin 
plunder which he took, but Queen Eliza 
beth made a haughty reply.. Not long 
before the close of the last century the 
Spanish crown agairi began to make n 
fuss because its monopoly of the Pacifr 
was infringed ou. It ordered the com 
mandant of San Francisco to seize tlir 
Columbia, the first vessel that carriec 
tho American flag around Cape Horn, 
In 1739 two Spanish mon-of-war soizcc 
several English fur traders on the uortli 
west coast, and war was very nearly the 
result. 


It is odd that tho Spaniards, though 


discoverers of new lands and waters 


mong the poorest navigators of 


their time. 
After coming upon tlie 


Solomon islands they could not fi: 
thorn again, and they were lost for 15C 
years. Tho water supply of their galleons 
was not kept in casks, but in big earthen 
jars. As it was impossible to provide a 
sufficient supply for a six months' voy- 
age on board of n ship carrying 400 ot 
GOO people, they always took to sea great 
numbers of mats. Whenever it rained, 
tho mats wore spread to catch the drops, 
which were drained o:3: in to jars through 
split bamboos. 
Th» mortality from 


scurvy on long trips was frightful. 


Cortcz, after tho conquest of Mexico, 


fitted out three small ships to sail to the 
Moluccas and re-cuforce the Spaniards 
there. They were scattered by a tem- 
pest, and two of them were lost. One of 
these is imagined to have been the strangi 
vessel which was wrecked on the rocke 
of Hawaii at about the same time as 
nearly as can be reckoned. According 
to tradition, only the captain and his sis- 
ter were saved. The natives received 
them kindly and gave them food. They 
intermarried with the'HuWaliaha and be- 
came the progenitors of certain well 
known families of chiefs. 


In early times the c:outrol of land 01 


the Hawaiian Islandsi was held by the 
ruling chiefs,who reserved what portions 
they pleased for their own use and di- 
vided tho rest among tlio leading men 
subject to them. Tho position of the 
latter was analogous to that of the bar- 
ons of European feudalism. They fur- 
nished supplies to their sovereign and in 
case of war wero expected to take the 
field with what fighting men their estate! 
could furnish. These barons held almost 
despotic sway over their domains, appor- 
tioning the territory which they con- 
trolled among their followers, according 
to tho whim of the moment or the de- 
mands of the policy. Every time a now 
chief came into power there was a fresh 
distribution of lands. Thus tho country 
was always full of people who wero dis- 
possessed and homeless. Kamehameha 
HI overturned this system by granting 
to his people) a bill of rights which made 
their tenure of the soil permanent.— 
Washington Star. 


rtinlslnnent Iji Persia. 


Among the Persians tho usual inodo of 


punisliment is the bastinado, from which 
men of the highest rank are not exempt. 
It is inflicted with very great severity, 
frequently so as to lender the sufferer 
almost a cripple for lite. The victim is 
thrown upon his face, each foot is passed 
through a loop of strong cord attached 
to a pole, which is raiiicd horizontally by 
men, 
who, twisting it round, tighten the 


ropes and render tho feet immovable.

THE MILITARY TRIBUNAL IN COLONEL 


AINSWORTH'S CASE. 


General Casey Is at tho Head of the Court. 


A Conscientious Ollicial—Quartermaster 
General lintclicldor—Other Members of 
tho Military Court. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


WASHINGTON", June 26.—Whea Colonel 


Fred C. Ains\vorth was accused in public 
of responsibility for the Ford's theater dis- 
aster, he asked for a military court of in- 
quiry. Two army engineers of ability, one 
quartermaster familiar with the details of 
contracts and of business methods, with 
one army laxv officer as recorder, constitute 
the makeup of! this court.

The biggest figure 
of the court is its president, Thomas Lin- 
coln Casey. He is of a soldier race. His 
father was Colonel Silas Casey, a brevet 
major general, and his brother is captain 
of the United States steamship Newark. 


Universal respect is felt for General 


Casey, and those who do not admire liis 
gruff, uncivil manner honor his great abil- 
ities as one of the foremost constructive en- 
gineers ot the day. Congress has great 
faith in his statements and heals his sug- 
gestions. 


An instance of hia conscientiousness re- 


specting public property came under my 
observation recently. A reporter for one 
of the local papers applied to Major Davis, 
the engineer in charge of the improvement 
of the Potomac flats liere, who, by the way, 
is also on tliu Ainswortu. court of inquiry, 
to have a copy of his monthly engineer 
report made for his paper. General Casey 
heard of it, and the next time tho reporter 
came into his ofllcc gave him a lecture for 
seeking to use tho clerks of the office for 
any duty that was not strictly public busi- 
ness. Their time belonged exclusively to 
the government, he said. General Casey 
himself even ROCS so far that ho will not 
dictate private letters to Ms official stenog- 
rapher.

cial texture, which forms thefilteringme- 
dinm. Tho feed water from tho donkey 
pump enters tho filter box fiom ono side, 
passes upward through tho filior clnths 
and thenco out to the boiler, the scum 
passing uway through another outlet. 
By this means it is found that all gioaao 
nnd greasy niRttor, as well as other im- 
purities, are arrested by tho filter cloths, 
which can be i oadily taken out for clean- 
ing or renewal.

The globe of" ivory which is knocked 


about a table iaagame <i£ billiards costs, 
if of gooS tpaality, at loalrt $10. This rep- 
resents its coat in monoy. There ia, 
however, a fur more important and for- 
inidablB clement in tho prico which has 
been paid for it. Tho billiard ball of 
pure ivery represents aa it lies white 
and glistening upon the cloth an expend- 
iture of Iranian lifeclooil aa well as of 
money. 


Elephants' tasks are Wought down to 


iho African coasts by cdravans general- 
ly in charge of Araba, which have been 
trading in the interior. Very often they 
have picked up slaves ,»s well as ivory, 
But this phase of the matter may be left 
out of the account. 
- 


It is estimated that every large caravan 


bringing ivory to the coast has cost more 
than 160 human lives through fights and 
iaurders in tha course of the expedition. 
Thirty more men are- likely to have suc- 
cumbed to rovers or other diseases and 
the fatigues of tha march. 


Tha hunting of the elephants and the 


capture of tho ivory a:re very likely to 
have caused tho death of 10 men alto- 
gether. Such casualties arc the rule 
in elephant hunting rather than tho ex- 
ception. 


An average tusk does not furnish more 


than enough material for two good bil- 
liard balls, O£ course the remainder of 
the ivory in each tusk is made nse of in 
other ways. A perfectly cut billiard ball 
fequirfa special - q.uali1;y or so called 
"nerve," which is found, only in one part 
Of tho tusk. 


Tho chances are that a billiard ball of 


tha first quality has coai; at least one hu- 
man life, and thero is not one such ball 
which. may not truly be said to bo 
stained with human bi.ood. They can 
hardly be considered; therefore; a cheer-, 
ful accompaniment to a sensitive per- 
son's diversions.—Youth's Companion.
